In recent years the march of prog- 
ress has frequently been blocked by 
@ recurrent spectacle new to the 
American tradition of courage and 
self-reliance. 


It is the parade of panaceas, arous- 
ing time after time false and imprac- 
tical hopes in the hearts of so many 
people. 

That this parade will continue 
through the present session of Con- 
gress seems indicated. For, as all 
voters will remember, many men who 
sought election based their campaigns 
— promises of the impos- 
sible. 


Today the American public is look- 
ing with a fresh hope to the new 
Congress for help out of its diffi- 
culties. And Congress must realize, 
with the public, that such help should 
be practical. It must realize that 
panaceas, designed only to attract 
the votes of a group, hurt rather 
than help not only the proposed 
beneficiaries, but the entire nation. 

For gifts and granis of money can 
come from only one source—taxes 
levied, either now or in the future, 
on all the people. And as one Con- 
gressman has recently pointed out: 
“Every dollor ieken in taxes is a 
dolar deducted from the purchasing 
power of the people and hence a step 
toward a lower standard of living.” 

That is why those Congressmen 
who have promised the impossible 
cannot help their constitutents by 
blocking progress in the attempt to 
put their panaceas into effect. That 
explains how and why they injure 
the voters and slow down the march 
toward recovery. 

The people as a whole have shown 
that they realize this. They have 
shown they realize that the more 
money a worker loses in taxes the 
less money he has to meet the needs 
of his family and to increase the 
consumption on which depend both 
employment and recovery. 

If Congress, by its actions, will 
demonstrate that it, too, under- 
stands that fundamental truth, 
America can look forward to a year 
of true progress.

Play Safe 


SKIDDING CAN BE AVOIDED! 
Moderate speed and extra caution 
on slippery roadways will help to 
prevent skidding. 

Here are five suggestions from 
the National Safety Council to keep 
in mind: 

1.—Keep your brakes adjusted 
and equalized. Never slam them on 
suddenly. 

2—Tires grip the road better if 
inflated moderately. 

3.—Avoid wet car rails; cross at 
a wide angle. 


4.—Keep out of ruts in mud, ice; 


or snow. 

5—If you do skid, do not instantly 
slam on the brakes in a panic. Take 
your foot off the gas, but leave. the 
clutch engaged so that the engine 
will help to slow your car. Touch 
the brakes lightly, alternately ex- 
erting a little pressure and releasing 
them; and turn the steering wheel 
in the direction of tne skid.

Use Toys to Teach 
Tots Safety Rules 


Miniature Cities Set Up in 
Ohio Playgrounds. 


MANSFIELD, OHIO.—Nearly 500 


| pre-scnool age children were tanght 


traffic rules during the summer by 
driving toy automobiles in the 
streets of miniature cities laid cut 
on playgrounds. 

Trattic Patrolman Fred C. Beals 
of the Mansfield police department 
and a playground instructor, Betty 
Braden, supervised the unusual traf- 
fic education program. 

“The children now have a thor- 
ough understanding as to the mean- 
ing of the ‘stop,’ ‘cautious’ and ‘go’ 
signals of traffic lights because min- 
iature streets’ traffic was regulated 
by small lights,’’ Beals said. 

“Although the children could not 
read—they were from 4 to 5 years 
old—they know now the meaning of 
traffic signals and of white lined 
pedestrian lines.” 

He said that he and Mrs. Ruth | 
Robins, a kindergarten expert, de- 
vised the system to train the child 
at an early age in the principles of 
road safety so that these principles 
would eventually become automatic 
with him. 

“The program works along the 
same lines as the beginner in school 
learns to write,’’ Beals said. 

“After he is taught the funda- 
mentals of writing, he practices it 
until it becomes a thing that is 
guided by his subconscious mind.” 

Miniature cities were set up on 
six Mansfield playgrounds and one 
on a Shelby (Ohio) playground to 
carry out the traffic education pro- 
gram. One group of children were 
the pedestrians and another group 
drove the toy automobiles. 

Beals said that the children wiv 
received this traffic training and 
who entered school this fall know 
how to cross streets safely on their 
way to and from school. 


Marital Quarrels Over 


Tobacco in Past Shown 


WASHINGTON.—Women’s use of 
tobacco may cause marital strife in 
the Twentieth century, but it was 
the men’s smoking that caused trou- 
ble in the Sixteenth century, books 
on display here reveal. 


The collection of 3,500 volumes— | 
some dating back to the Sixteenth 
century—was owned by George Ar- 
nets of New York, whose family has 
been interested in tobacco com- | 
merce and culture for three genera- 
tions. i 

Arnets spent years collecting fine 
copies of all books referring to the 
weed that the Indians taught white 
men to use. 

While men praised tobacco as the 
“holy herb’’ and ‘‘jovial weed,’ the 
women, the collection showed, 
frowned on the ‘‘fume suckers’’ that 
threatened marital happiness. 

In ‘‘Tobacco Tortured,’ a wife 
pleaded with her husband to stop 
smoking. 

“Oh, husband, my husband,”’ she 
wailed, ‘‘mine only husband. Con- 
sider, I beseech thee, thy deare, 
thy loving and thy kind-hearted wife 

. . Why dost thou so vainely pre- 
ferre a vanishing filthie fume before 
my permanent virtues. . . Hav not 
I here brought forth an armie of 
children unto thee?”’

California’s First Jail 
A Vessel, Records Show 


SACRAMENTO.—Only historians 
remember that California’s first 
prison consisted of a ship anchored 
off Point San Quentin, in San Fran- 
cisco bay, back in 1852. 

Ola records in the state house 
brought this strange fact to light in 
connection with the early history of 
San Quentin prison, the penitentiary 
for first offenders on the north end 
of the bay. 

For five years after the American 
occupation, California had no fixed 
penal laws or penal institutions. Lo- 
cal jails were scarce and the large 
ranches maintained their own adobe 
guardhouses for their lawbreakers. 
Cross-road justice from the nearest 
tree in the early gold days seemed 
effective and sufficient. 

After several years of leasing out 
prisoners to farmers, the legislature 
selected a site for a prison in 1852

‘a shortage of coal, petroleum and 
natural gas for ‘tat least another 
century,’’ even at the present waste- 
! ful rate of consumption, according 
| to Dr. Frank C. Whitmore, dean of 
; the school of chemistry and physics 
| at Pennsylvania state college. 

The present supply of hydrocar- 
bons “‘is sufficient for a time long 
enough for our chemists to devise 
ney ways of supplying them when 
they are naturally exhausted,’”’ he 
said. 

Nature required ‘‘millions of 
years’’ in the manufacture of coal, 
natural gas and petroleum, and man 
is using up the stored supplies at an 
increasingly rapid rate, Doctor 
Whitmore said. 

“In many cases,’’ he added, ‘the 
is wasting them as well as using 
them. Fortunately, less natural gas 
is being wasted now than formerly. 

“Perhaps one of the biggest 
wastes of hydrocarbons is in imper- 
fect combustion of automobile en- 
gines. They burn much gasoline 
only partly, giving the poisonous 
carbon monoxide instead of carbon 
dioxide, which is a product of com- 
plete combustion.”

Since Paganini, no one 
has equalled him. Added to this 
perfection of playing, he has 
a depth of feeling, interpretive 
powers that, according to the 
critics, place him among the im- 
mortally great. 

Heifetz will play works of Mo- 
zart, Beethoven, Wieniawski, De- 
bussy, Albeniz, and others. Spe- 
cial student rates are offered and 
students are taking advantag eof 
them from points as far distant 
as Monterey and Watsonville. 

Heifetz will play one of his two 
priceless fiddles, —-a Stradivarius, 
dated 1731, or a Guarnerius, dated 
1742. In addition to these historic 
violins, Heifetz owns an alumin- 
um fiddle, on which he practices 
in the tropics, a fiddle made of 
matches which he found in Cape- 
town, and a quarter-size instru- 
ment which was his first violin 
when he began to study at the 
age of three.
